On the evening of February 19, Mr. Irving Marantz, 
Mannger of the facific American Trading Comrany, while 
paying a friendly vieit to my home, complained that 
I hed releseed information which wae given to me by him 
in confidence, Apparently Wileon, hia employee, vide 
attached report, wae called to H.B.eM. Consulate or 
Embaesy and during an interview wae told facta concerning 
himeelf which were known only to his manager and 
himeelf. For inatance, he wae told that Marantz 
intended to diamiee him at the end of the month and 
hie exact aslary wpe reveaied. 

It wae epecifically stated in the Police report Z 
thst Wileon'a impending diamiseal was confidential c 
information. Following the interview Wileon went to 
Maxrantz and complained that facts known only to himeelf 
and Marantz had been revealed and the latter had no 
excuee and was consequently justifiably annoyed with 
mee The fact that he ie a friend of mine saved ne 
from further trouble. The taek of acquiring confidential _ 
information regarding foreignere particularly those 
with extraterritorial righta isa sufficiently difficult, 
and members of this office are dependent upon the good 
will of friends. If they are to be expoegeeaed to the 
folly of the recipiente of information revealing the 
source, the task will become increasingly difficult
